An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments, 
Ordinance  No.  253.  approved  December  7,  1936,  entitled 
"An  ordinance  making  Greene  Street,  from  Washington 
Boulevard  to  Barre  Street,  a  one-way  street  for  vehicular 
traffic  and  prohibiting  parking  on  said  street  at  any 
time,"  to  make  Greene  Street,  from  Washington  Boule- 
vard to  Paca  Street,  a  one-way  street  for  vehicular 
traffic  and  prohibiting  parking  on  Greene  Street,  from 
Washington  Boulevard  to  Barre  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordinance  No. 
253,  approved  December  7,  1936,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  making  Greene  Street,  from  Wash- 
ington Boulevard  to  Barre  Street,  a  one-way 
street  for  vehicular  traffic  and  prohibiting  park- 
ing on  said  street  at  any  time,"  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows  : 

1.  Greene  Street,  from  Washington  Boule- 
vard to  Paca  Street,  be  and  it  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  one-way  street  for  vehicular  traf- 
fic, and  to  be  used  by  said  traffic  in  a  southerly 
direction  only. 

2.  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand 
on  Greene  Sired,  from  Washington  Boulevard 
to  Barre  Sired,  al  any  time  longer  than  is  nec- 

ary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passengers,  bag- 
or  merchandise. 
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3.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments, 
Sections  6  and  7  of  Article  25  of  the  Baltimore  City- 
Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Licenses",  sub-title  "Amuse- 
ments", to  extend  the  hours  during  which  bowling  alleys 
may  be  open  at  night. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  6  and 
7  of  Article  25  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1927  Edition),  title  "Licenses",  sub-title 
"Amusements",  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to 
read  as  follows : 

6.  If  any  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  such 
bowling  alley,  device  or  structure,  shall  suffer 
or  allow  any  person  or  persons  to  play  upon  or 
use,  in  any  manner  whatever,  such  alley,  device 
or  structure,  after  one  o  'clock  A.  M.,  and  before 
sunrise  in  the  morning,  he,  she,  or  they,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  two  dollars 
for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  have  a  permit  or  license  to 
erect  or  keep  any  such  alley  or  other  device  or 
structure  as  mentioned  in  Section  6,  to  allow 
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any  minor,  unless  accompanied  either  by  a 
parent  or  guardian,  to  play  at  any  game  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense 
and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  of- 
fense, provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  minors  fourteen  years  of  age  or 
over,  playing  any  such  game  between  sunrise 
in  the  morning  and  eleven  o  'clock  at  night  upon 
premises  where  no  intoxicant  liquor  or  bev- 
erage is  sold  or  used ;  and  provided  further  that 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of  any 
such  premises  or  for  any  person  who  may  have 
a  permit  or  license  to  erect  or  keep  any  such 
alley,  device  or  structure,  to  allow  any  minor, 
unless  eighteen  years  of  age,  to  play  on  such 
premises  or  on  such  alley,  device  or  structure 
after  one  o'clock  A.  M.  and  before  sunrise  in 
the  morning,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
the  first  offense  and  twenty  dollars  for  each 
subsequent  offense. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  parking  on  both  sides  of  Balti- 
more Street,  from  Greene  Street  to  Fremont  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  vehicle 
shall  be  permitted  to  stand,  for  a  longer  time 
than  two  hours  continuously,  on  either  side  of 
Baltimore  Street,  from  Greene  Street  to  Fre- 
mont Avenue,  between  the  hours  of  8  A.  M. 
and  6  P.  M.,  on  any  day,  except  Sunday.  Any 
person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  amend  Sheet  No.  6  of  the  Area  District 
Maps  accompanying  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved  March 
30,  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  by  changing 
from  the  "E"  Area  District  to  the  "C"  Area  District,  the 
property  on  the  west  side  of  Govane  Avenue,  as  outlined 
in  red  on  the  three  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sheet  No.  6  of 
the  Use  District  Maps  accompanying  Ordinance 
No.  1247,  approved  March  30,  1931,  known  as 
the  Zoning  Ordinance,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
amended  by  changing  from  the  "E"  Area  Dis- 
trict to  the  "C"  Area  District,  the  property  on 
the  west  side  of  Govane  Avenue,  as  outlined  in 
red  on  the  three  plats  accompanying  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
upon  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  by  the  City 
Council  as  evidence  of  the  authenticity  of  the 
plat  which  is  a  part  hereof,  and  in  order  to 
give  notice  to  the  departments  which  are  admin- 
istering the  Zoning  Ordinance,  the  said  plats 
shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  City 
Council,  and  upon  approval  of  the  ordinance  by 
the  Mayor,  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  City 
Register  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  ordinance 
and  one  of  the  plats  to  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Appeals  and  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and  one 
of  the  plats  to  the  Buildings  Engineer. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Wicomico  Street,  be- 
ginning for  the  center  line  of  said  track  in  the  center 
of  the  track  now  existing  in  Wicomico  Street  at  a  point 
two  hundred  fifty-seven  and  two  tenths  (257.2)  feet 
south  of  the  south  line  of  Bayard  Street,  measured  along 
the  center  line  of  the  present  track  in  Wicomico  Street, 
and  running  thence  northeasterly  with  a  curve  to  the 
left  whose  radius  is  two  hundred  eighty-seven  and  nine 
hundred  thirty-nine  thousandths  (287.939)  feet  the  dis- 
tance of  fifty-six  and  four  tenths  (56.4)  feet  to  a  point, 
thence  from  said  point  with  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  ninety-one  and  one  hundred 
eleven  thousandths  (191.111)  feet  the  distance  of  seventy- 
five  and  six  tenths  (75.6)  feet  to  the  west  line  of 
Wicomico  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Bailroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Wicomico 
Street,  beginning  for  the  center  line  of  said 
track  in  the  center  of  the  track  now  exist  inf- 
ill Wicomico  Street  at  a  point  two  hundred  fifty- 
seven  and  two  tenths  (257.2)  feet  south  of  the 
south  line  of  Bayard  Street,  measured  along 
the  center  line  of  the  present  track  in  Wicomico 
Street,  and  running  thence  northeasterly  with 
a  curve  to  the  left  whose  radius  is  two  hun- 
dred eighty-seven  and  nine  hundred  thirty-nine 
thousandths  (287.939)  feet  the  distance  of  fifty- 
six  and  four  tenths  (56.4)  feet  to  a  point,  thence 
from  said  point  with  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  ninety-one  and  one  hun- 
dred eleven  thousandths  (191.111)  feel  the  dis- 
tance of  seventy-five  and  six  tenths  (75.6)  feci 
to  the  west  line  of  Wicomico  Street.  The  track 
hereby  authorized  is  shown  on  the  attached 
blueprint  bv  the  Line  colored  red. 
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Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and 
that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and  en- 
joyed within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled 
< 'City  of  Baltimore",  sub-title  "Charter",  and 
that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  ex- 
ercised and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said 
grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right, 
to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
twenty-five  years ;  that  upon  the  termination  of 
said  right  herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair 
valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said 
grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this 
ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election, 
on  its  paying  said  grantee  said  valuation;  the 
said  payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any 
value  derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by 
this  ordinance  granted,  the  said  revaluation  and 
valuation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  deter- 
mined upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case 
they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  them- 
selves, shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall 
be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and 
valuation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the  said 
1\\o  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time, 
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fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor 

shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  righl  and  power  arc  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  .Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  regu- 
lation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con 
nected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that 
non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of 
the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  wraiver  of  any  for- 
feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  4.  A)/d  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks,  on  said 
streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  space 
between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  twTo 
feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same 
from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  with- 
out obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said 
streets  on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  it'  and  so  often 
a-  -aid  streets  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by 
tin*  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its 
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officers  and  agents,  or  any  other  officers  or 
agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  pav- 
ing or  repaying  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may 
be  constructed. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of  such 
character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense, 
change  the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  auth- 
orized, whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  High- 
ways Engineer  the  public  interest,  convenience, 
safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Eailroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One 
Dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track 
per  annum,  payable  in  advance,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  said  franchise  and  rights,  the  num- 
ber of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of 
said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon 
the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number 
of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained 
or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance ;  and  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
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Railroad  Company  shall  also  pay  all  expenses 
of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  .Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the 
cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in  so 
far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from  time 
to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alter- 
ation and  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing 
in  concrete  of  any  or  all  suh-snrface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  the  streets  and  alleys 
occupied  by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other 

uctures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said 
streets  and  alleys  ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
oilier  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the   purpose   of   proper  drainage   of   said 

and  tracks; 
judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity"  for  any  or 
all  of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  final. 
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Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of 
the  rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  cwo  single 
railroad  tracks  in  the  bed  of  Quail  Street;  beginning  for 
the  center  line  of  the  first  track  on  the  east  side  of 
Quail  Street  at  a  point  167.86  feet  south  of  the  inter- 
section of  the  east  side  of  Quail  Street  with  the  south 
side  of  Holabird  Avenue;  thence  running  with  said  track 
southwesterly  by  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of 
478.34  feet  the  distance  of  65.97  feet;  thence  by  a  tangent 
the  distance  of  1.96  feet;  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  left 
with  a  radius  of  478.34  feet  the  distance  of  89.07  feet  to  a 
point  on  the  west  side  of  Quail  Street,  said  point  of  inter- 
section being  313.94  feet  south  of  the  south  side  of  Hola- 
bird Avenue;  beginning  for  the  center  line  of  the  second 
track  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the  first  track  above 
described,  said  point  of  beginning  being  297.64  feet  south 
of  the  south  side  of  Holabird  Avenue  and  4.20  feet  east  of 
the  west  side  of  Quail  Street  and  running  thence  south- 
westerly from  said  point  of  beginning  by  a  tangent  the 
distance  of  13.50  feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  side  of  Quail 
Street,  said  point  of  intersection  being  310.75  feet  south 
of  the  south  side  of  Holabird  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Bail  road  Company  be  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate two  single  railroad  tracks  in  the  bed  of 
Quail  Street;  beginning  for  the  center  line  of 
the  first  track  on  the  east  side  of  Quail  Street 
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at  a  point  167.86  feel  south  of  the  intersection 
of  the  east  side  of  Quail  Street  with  the  south 
side  of  Holabird  Avenue;  thence  running  with 
said  track  southwesterly  by  a  curve  to  the  right 
with  a  radius  of  47S.:)>4  feet  the  distance  of  65.97 
feet;  thence  by  a  tangent  the  distance  of  1.96 
feci  ;  thence  bv  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius 
of  478.34  feet  the  distance  of  89.07  feet  to  a 
point  on  the  west  side  of  Quail  Street,  said  point 
of  intersection  being  313.94  feet  south  of  the 
south  side  of  Holabird  Avenue;  beginning-  for 
the  center  line  of  the  second  track  at  a  point  in 
the  center  line  of  the  first  track  above 
described,  said  point  of  beginning*  being  297.64 
feet  south  of  the  south  side  of  Holabird  Avenue 
and  4.20  feet  east  of  the  west  side  of  Quail 
Street  and  running  thence  southwesterly  from 
said  point  of  beginning  by  a  tangent  the  dis- 
tance of  13.50  feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  side 
of  Quail  Street,  said  point  of  intersection  being 
310.75  feet  south  of  the  south  side  of  Holabird 
Avenue. 

The  tracks  authorized  by  this  ordinance  are 
shown  on  the  attached  plat  with  the  lines  col- 
ored red. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall, 
at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and 
that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37  of  Article  4  of  the  (  ode 
of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled 
"City  of  Baltimore,"  sub-title  "Charter,"  and 
that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exer- 

ed  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
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years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said  gran- 
tee, at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  re- 
valuation the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty- 
five  years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said 
right  herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  val- 
uation of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said 
grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  be  and  become  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its 
paying  said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said 
payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation 
of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valua- 
tion hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined 
upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbitrators 
shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon 
an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such 
umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  non-eompilance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by 
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the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 

the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the   said   grantee,   its   successors   and   assigns, 

shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  and 
constructing,  from  time  to  time,  its  said  rail- 
road tracks  on  said  street,  adjust  its  said  tracks 
to  the  grade  of  said  street,  as  the  same  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks 
and  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruc- 
tion, but  without  obstructing  the  other  portions 
of  said  street  on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so 
often  as  said  street  shall  be  paved  or  repaved 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its 
officers  and  agents,  or  any  other  officers  or 
audits  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  pav- 
ing or  repaving  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be 
constructed. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  tin*  Eighways 
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Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of  such 
character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change 
the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways 
Engineer  the  public  interest,  convenience, 
safety  and /or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One 
Dollar  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum, 
payable  in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of 
said  franchise  and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of 
track  and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual  com- 
pensation to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measurement  by 
him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track 
constructed,  maintained  or  operated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall 
also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after 
written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or 
all  of  the  following  work,  in  so  far  as  the  same 
becomes  necessary  from  time  to  time  by  reason 
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of  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance,  operation,  presence,  use, 
location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and  re- 
moval of  said  tracks  : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening,  or  encasing 
in  concrete  of  any  or  all  sub-surface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  the  street  occupied  by 
said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
(  ity  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  street; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
street  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or 
all  of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  final. 

Section  8.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized,  or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all 
of  the  rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
;t  — ikrns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said 
tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted  and  election  of  the  Citv  of  Bal- 
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timore  not  to  take  said  plant  and  property,  then 
in  any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the 
franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks  and  fran- 
chises so  affected,  without  any  compensation 
to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  appur- 
tenances so  affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if 
and  when  notified  by  the  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer so  to  do,  and  any  such  removal  of  tracks 
and  appurtenances  shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in 
part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  the 
City,  acting  through  said  Highways  Engineer. 
And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals  of  tracks, 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their  entire 
expense,  the  street  beds,  curbs  and  sidewalks 
of  the  street  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
tracks,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done 
with  such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer, 
in  each  instance. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform 
within  a  reasonable  time  any  of  the  work  herein 
required  to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnifv  and  save  harmless 
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the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 

any  and  all  suitor  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages  or  costs  and  or  expenses  to  which 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  be  subjected  by  reason  of  or  in  anywise 
resulting  from  the  presence,  construction,  use, 
operation,  maintenances,  alteration,  repair,  loca- 
tion, relocation  and  or  removal  of  said  railroad 
tracks  and  whether  such  suits,  losses,  claims, 
demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  become  liable 
therefor. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
if  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  public  work  (whether  the  said 
work  be  performed  and/or  financed,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or 
the  Federal  Government,  or  any  of  their 
agencies),  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall 
in  his  judgment  determine  that  the  public  inter- 
est, convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  require 
the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relo- 
cating, supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommo- 
dating of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in 
any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly  upon  written 
notice  Prom  the  Highways  Engineer,  and  at  the 
entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift, 
move,  relocate,  support,  protect  and/or  accom- 
modate their  -aid  tracks  in  whole  or  in  pari 
and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully 
nie.-t  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 
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Section  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized. 

Section  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage,  except  as  to  the  franchise 
charge,  which  shall  be  effective  as  of  Septem- 
ber 16,  1937.

North  Avenue;  said  signs  to  be  50  feet  long 
and  14  feet  high,  the  said  building  to  be  rein- 
forced so  as  safely  to  support  said  signs,  ac- 
cording to  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Build- 
ings Engineer,  but  in  all  other  respects,  the  said 
signs  shall  be  erected  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City  in 
accordance  with  the  Building  Laws  of  said  city. 
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Section  '2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
Its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Federal  Land 
Bank  of  Baltimore  to  use  the  conduits  and  subway  sys- 
tem of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
electric  current  for  telephone  service  and  light  and 
power  to  the  premises  of  said  Bank  on  the  west  side  of 
Hargrove  Alley  and  Twenty-fourth  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  af  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Federal  Land  Bank  of  Baltimore  to  use,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  the 
conduits  and  subway  system  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore from  the  transformer  bank  of  the  Con- 
solidated Gas,  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany, and  from  the  poles  and  other  property  of 
the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Com- 
pany, said  transformer  bank,  poles  and  other 
property  being,  located  on  the  west  side  of 
Hargrove  Alley,  approximately  130  feet  south 
of  Twenty-fourth  Street,  for  the  carriage  of 
electric  current  for  telephone  service  and  light 
and  power  to  the  premises  of  the  said  The  Fed- 
eral Land  Bank  of  Baltimore,  located  on  the 
west  side  of  said  Hargrove  Alley  and  Twenty- 
fourth  Street;  provided,  however,  that  the  said 
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The  Federal  Land  Bank  of  Baltimore  shall  pay 
the  rentals  and  comply  with  the  conditions  as  to 
the  use  of  said  conduits  and  subway  system, 
now  established  or  which  hereafter  may  be 
established  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  or  by  any  ordinance  or  law;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  said  The  Federal 
Land  Bank  of  Baltimore  shall  comply  with  all 
lawful  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of 
Mechanical  Electrical  Service ;  and  provided 
further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  confer  upon  the  said  company 
the  right  to  erect  poles  or  other  apparatus 
above  ground  within  the  City  of  Baltimore 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserves  the  right  and  duty  at  all 
limes  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  authority  hereby  given  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
as  compensation  for  the  franchise  hereby 
granted,  the  said  The  Federal  Land  Bank  of 
Baltimore  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  in  addition  to  the  rental 
for  space  in  said  conduits  and  subway  system 
at  the  rate  or  rates  now  or  hereafter  fixed  by 
ordinance,  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  an- 
nually, during  the  continuance  of  this  grant. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
non-compliance  with  any  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  grant  and  authority  hereby  given 
shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same. 
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Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

September  28,  1936,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio

by authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate the  single  railroad  track  in  the  beds  of 
Warner  Street  and  Bayard  Street,  as  said 
track  is  described  in  Ordinance  No.  202,  ap- 
proved September  28,  1936,  and  upon  and  sub- 
ject to  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions 
set  forth  in  said  Ordinance  No.  202. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date

An  ordinance  making  the  alley  in  the  rear  of  the  south 
side  of  the  1600  block  Westwood  Avenue,  between  Carey 
Street  and  Calhoun  Street,  a  one-way  street  for  vehi- 
cular traffic. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  alley  in  the 
rear  of  the  south  side  of  the  1600  block  West- 
wood  Avenue,  between  Carey  Street  and  Cal- 
houn Street,  be  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
one-way  street  for  vehicular  traffic,  and  to  be 
used  by  said  traffic  in  a  westerly  direction  only. 
Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
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nance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  creating  the  Fire  Incendiary  Bureau;  pre- 
scribing its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  head  of  said  Bureau,  and  necessary  as- 
sistants. 

Section"  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Fire  In- 
cendiary Bureau  is  hereby  created.  The  head 
of  the  Bureau  shall  be  a  Battalion  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  farther  ordained,  That 
the  Battalion  Chief  in  charge  of  the  Bureau 
shall  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  all 
investigations  of  fires  occurring  in  Baltimore 
City  and  inquiries  to  determine  their  cause  and 
origin  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  such 
causes,  and,  in  the  event  arson  or  incendiarism 
is  suspected,  to  ascertain  the  person  or  persons 
responsible  therefor.  In  the  performance  of 
these  duties  the  Battalion  Chief  and  his  Assist- 
ants are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  any  build- 
ing or  premises  wherein  a  fire  has  occurred  for 
the  purpose  of  making  such  examination  as  he 
may  deem  necessary. 
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Any  person  preventing  or  obstructing,  or 
attempting  to  prevent  or  obstruct,  the  Battalion 
Chief  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding- 
Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  or  undergo  an  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  three  (3)  calendar  months, 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.

shall  refuse  to  appeal1,  or  refuse  to  testify,  or 
refuse  to  produce  documents,  <>r  refuse  to  an- 
swer questions.  The  President  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  is  hereby  authorized  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation,  and  any  testi-

administered,  if  material  and  if  made  wilfully 
and  falsely,  shall  be  deemed  perjury  and  shall 
be  punishable  as  such. 

The  Bureau  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of 
all  fires  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  their  cause  and 
origin,  and  shall  also  keep  a  complete  record  of 
its  investigations,  and  in  any  case  where  care- 
lessness or  arson  or  incendiarism  is  suspected 
as  the  cause  of  a  fire,  all  of  the  records  with  ref- 
erence to  said  fire  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Bat- 
talion Chief  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  to  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  who  shall,  if  they 
deem  it  advisable,  lay  the  matter  before  the 
Grand  Jury  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Bureau  shall  also  perform  such  other  and 
further  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  it  by 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  or  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Battalion  Chief  in  charge  of  the  Bureau

A  "trackless  trolley"  is  any  vehicle  propelled 
by  electric  power  furnished  by  means  of  over- 
head wires,  but  not  operating  upon  rails  or 
tracks. 

A  "trackless  trolley  stop"  is  any  location, 
adjacent  to  the  curb  or  footway  along  any  street 
in  Baltimore  City,  selected  and  designated  in 

the  following  manner: 

Prom  time  to  time  the  company  operating 
trackless  trolleys  shall  designate  the  locations 
at  intersecting  streets  at  which  trackless 
trolleys  shall  stop  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
and  discharging  passengers.  After  approval  of 
such  Locations  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the 
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Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
after  such  locations  have  been  marked  by  paint- 
ing the  curb  red  or  by  posting  or  painting  other 
signs  or  markers  indicating  that  a  stop  by  a 
trackless  trolley  is  made  at  any  such  location, 
each  such  location  shall  be  a  trackless  trolley 
stop.  All  of  said  marking,  painting  and  posting 
shall  be  done  and  maintained  at  the  entire  ex- 
pense of  the  Company  operating  the  trackless 
trolleys.

Provided, 
however,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
buildings  which  are  legally  used  for  the  storage 
of  such  materials  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance.

tion to  the  diminution  thereof  now  granted  to  him  for 
good  behavior  during  the  period  of  his  confinement. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  215  of  the  Acts  of  1937 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  it  was 
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provided  that  prisoners  in  State  penal  institu- 
tions may  receive  diminution  in  their  period  of 
confinement  for  exceptional  industry,  skill  and 
application  to  their  duties  in  the  tasks  assigned

Whereas,  it  is  only  fitting'  and  proper  that 
prisoners  in  the  Baltimore  City  Jail  should  re- 
ceive similar  teatment  by  a  diminution  of  their 
period  of  confinement  for  exceptional  industry, 
skill  and  application  to  their  duties  in  the  tasks 
assigned  to  them.

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any  City  in  this  State  may  adopt  a  resolution 
declaring  that  there  is  need  for  a  housing  au- 
thority in  said  City  if  it  shall  find  (a)  that  in- 
sanitary oi'  unsafe  inhabited  dwelling  accommo- 
dations exist  in  such  City,  or  (b)  that  there  is 
a  shortage  of  safe  or  sanitary  dwelling  accom- 
modations in  such  City  available  to  persons  of 
low  income  at  rentals  they  can  afford,  and  that 
in  determining  whether  dwelling  accommoda- 
tions are  unsafe  or  insanitary,  said  governing 
body  may  take  into  consideration  the  degree  of
